under a family plan now 
represents almost 30 percent 
of the total membership, a 
nearly 8 percent-increase in 
just the past‘five years 

Femrite pointed out that 
family memberships do not 
account entirely. for the 
upsurge, however. Other 
reasons include the gradual 
development of programs 
for the single-parent family, 
often headed by a woman, 
and of programs especially 
designed to meet the needs of 
women.

Every year a number of 
landowners in Madison 
County sell standing timber 
A landowner should do four 
things before selling timber. 

The first step is to contact 
the district forester, John 
Hicks, for help in marking 
the timber to be sold and 
make up a timber report. 
John Hicks is located in 
Carlyle, His address is Box 
149, Carlyle, [lino 62231, 
This. timber report can be 
sent to prospective timber 
buyer 

The second step is to ob- 
tain a copy of the Timber 
Prices Report published by 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. Copies 
can be obtained from the 
Extension office or’ the 
District Forester’s office. 
The price sheet can serve as 
a guide on timber values 

The third step is to obtain a 
list of timber buyers from 
the district forester or the 
Extension office. The timber 
report should: be sent to 
several timber buyers for 
bids on the timber. 

The fourth step is to have a 
written timber sales 
agreement with the buyer. 
This is very important to 
avoid problems later. A copy 
ofa timber sales agreement 
ean be obtained from the 


district forester, 

By following these, four 
steps in selling timber, you 
should insure yourself | of 
receiving a fair price for 
your timber.

A letter attached to the late: 
melter bill from Universal Research 
Corp. states, ‘‘We at Universal 
Laboratories dba (doing business as) 
Universal Research Corporation, are 
now doing all invoicing from our Dallas 
office. Please do not be confused by the 
Universal Research name, as we are 
one in the same.” The letter was not 
signed, but bore the typed names Mike 
Noel and Joe Barbush, . comptroller, 
and was dated Nov. 24, 1980. A copy was 
sent to the township. 

“I didn’t know that,’’ Mehelic told 
this reporter. 

Mike Noel’s father, Larry| Noel, a 
spokesman for Universal Laboratories 
in St. Louis, confirmed that the com- 
panies merged Oct. 1, 1980. 

He said the wide differences between 

prices for calcium chloride are due to a 
fluctuating market, ‘‘like gold or silver. 
It jumps around.” He added, “Right 
now, I could buy calcium chloride for $6 
a bag and sell it to Frank (Mehelic) for 
$8, That’s because we haven't had any 
real cold weather and the warehouses 
are full. 
“Calcium chloride is like bakery 
goods. It can’t be stored during the 
summer because the bags absorb the 
moisture from the air and get as hard 
as a rock,” Noel said. 

“Frank bought his during the sum- 
mer and the price was high then. You 
have to realize that only three com- 
panies make this-and they control the 
market, squeeze it and make it loose,” 
he added. 


He agreed that the bags he delivered 
to Mehelic may well have been pur- 
chased from G.S. Robins, noting that 
Universal Research buys from many, 
companies and then adds a fair market 
profit to it. ‘‘We try to get the best buy. 
‘Then we have to pay our salesmen and 
our overhead. Some of these other: 
places are just telephone sales places 
which don’t have salesmen” Noel 
stated, adding, ‘‘Frank probably never 
heard about any of these places, 
because they never contacted him 


“Nameoki (Township) is a place 
where we will never, ever sell again. It 
is not worth the small profit to get bad 
publicity. We don’t need it,’’ Noel said,

Low income residents of 
Nameoki Township are 
being urged to apply for a 
grant from the township 
which will help them pay for 
constructing new sewers to 
connect their homes onto the 
new county sanitary sewers. 

Applications will be ac- 
cepted for six weeks only, 
beginning Monday, Feb. 2, 
according to.\Supervisor 
Harold Davis. 

He stressed that residents 
of Pontoon Beach do not 
qualify, since ‘the village 
could have applied for a 
grant for its own sewer 
hookup aid program, but 
failed to do so. ‘*I hate to say 
that, but we do not have 
enough money to do Pontoon 
Beach and the rest of 
Nameoki Township, so we 
will have to exclude Pontoon 
Beach,”’ Davis stated. 

Persons applying for the 
sewer hookup grants will 
have to show proof of family 
income and size and of 


ownership of their houses 
Maximum family income in 
order to qualify for 
assistance from the program 
ranges from $8,450 per year 
for a person living alofie to 
$13,775 for a family of six. 
For two persons in a house, 
the maximum is $9,675; for 
three it is $10,876; for four it 
rises to $12,100 and for five, 
the maximum is $12,425 per 
year.

Study elevating fighter

First of eight 
installments of . 
replacement tax 


Local units of government 
have received the first of 
eight payments this year 
from corporate personal 
property replacement taxes. 

J Thomas Johnson, 
director of the. Illinois 
Department of Revenue, said 
this week that checks 
totaling $76.3 million were 
mailed last week to 6,639 
units of local government. 

“During 1981, —_ local 
governments should receive 
about $510 million in 
replacement taxes,’ 
Johnson estimated. ‘‘This 
will be about $19 million 
above’ the projected $491 
million that governments 
would have received under 
the old corporate pesonal 
property tax.” 

Replacement taxes 
replace funds lost to: local 
governments when the 
corporate personal property 
tax was abolished under 
terms of the 1970 state 
constitution The 
replacement taxes were 
authorized .by the Illinois 
General Assembly in August 
1979. 

Under the new system, 
taxes are collected by the 
state revenue department 
and the money is-funneled to 
the local governments. 

Beginning this year 
distributions will be mad 
eight times a year, rather 
than the quarterly schedule 
followed last year 
Payments are to be made in 
January, March, April, May, 
July, August, October and 
December. 

The 1981 payments will bé 
an estimated eight percent 
lower than the $552.8 million 
distributed during 1980. This 
decline, Johnson explained. 
is due to the combination of a 
slowed economy and a 
decrease in the tax rate on 
corporations (the rate went 
from 2.85 percent to 2.5 
percent effective Jan. 1, 
198P)<

Avenue, but the merchants 
refused to take the 
responsibility for main- 
taining the restrooms. 

Likewise, the park district, 
street department and other 
units contacted said they did 
not want to be responsible, 
since the restrooms would 
probably be vandalized 
frequently 

The only public 

restrooms ddéwntown now 
are in the city hall. It’s 
possible we can work 
something out,” Fisk said 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward said the 
request for more parking 
downtown touches a raw 
nerve. ‘‘The aldermen have 
a thorn in.their side on the 
parking lot at. 19th and 
Edison,’ he said. At one 
time, the merchants agreed 
to take over that lot and pay 
the city for it from the 
revenues generated by 
renting parking spaces to 
downtown employees. The 


money was never paid and 
the city resumed possession 
of the lot and returned the 
parking meters to it. 

“Everything that the city 
and downtown merchants 
have attempted to do has 
failed ‘because the people 
(merchants) sit and don’t 
want to do anything. Unless 
these people come to the 
conclusion that they are 
going to help themselves, we 
are going to be in the same 
shape as_ today and 
yesterday. We are only 
asking for cooperation that 
we have not been receiving,’” 
Whitmer contended. 

Bailey said another 
problem he encountered as 
head of the downtown 
committee was that the 
owners of at least half of the 
downtown buildings live in 
St. Louis or Missouri ‘‘and 
could care less.’” 

DeRuntz asked the 
aldermen to put past failures 
behind them and begin 
developing a plan to make 
the downtown more ,at- 
tractive to shoppers. 

Mayor Paul Schuler 
agreed and suggested that 
the Chamber of Commerce 
continue to work with the 
downtown committee, now 
headed by Alderman Fisk. 

Fisk said his committee 
would try to cooperate in all 
Chamber plans for im

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Allocate $50,000 
to repair sewer 


Granite City Street 
Superintendent Lionel 
Portell may have to cut a few 
corners, but was to begin 
repairing a major sanitary 
sewer break in the school 
yard of Nameoki School this 
week. 

The final ‘‘go-ahead’’ was 
given to Portell at Tuesday 
night’s city council meeting, 
but the council only 
authorized up to $50,000 to 
repair the break. Portell 
originally estimated the 
break could cost up to $91,050 
to repair, but admitted that 
was an inflated figure and 
included replacing about 
1,400 feet of deep un- 
derground sewer line con- 
necting three manholes. 

He said that for the $50,000 
authorized by the council, he 
can repair the break and a 
portion of the old line 

For the second meeting in 
a row, Portell stressed the 
importance of repairing the 
break while the ground 
water table is low. The area 
is well below normal in 
rainfall and the water table 
believed to be below the 
broken sewer for the first 
time since 1972. 

However, Portell said, it 
will be necessary to do more 
test drillings to be sure the 
water table has remained 
down before beginning the 
repair work. ‘The cost 
would be much, much higher 
if we have to dewater (the 
ground around the break),”” 
Portell told the council. 

If the water is below the 
pipe, the project still would 
be expensive, he said, 
because it requires replacing 
about 1,200 feet of deep pipe, 
replacing fences and shrubs 
and putting the school yard 
back into good condition. 

Bypass pumping around 
the break will be required 
and crews will have to be on 
duty 24 hours a day to 

_ Monitor the pumping during 
the month or more the break 
is being repaired. ‘‘That’s 
what is going to eat us up,”” 
Portell predicted. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 


the Second Ward contended 
that the city cannot afford to 
spend more than the $42,000 
or $43,000 which federal 
disaster officials have given 
the city to do the repair 
work. He said his discussions 
with the city treasurer in- 
dicate there is no money 
beyond that amount 

Mayor Paul Schuler 
responded that the city 
cannot afford not to repair 
the break now,. when the 
water table is down. Portell 
agreed, saying, “You can 
pay me now, or pay me 
later.” 

Portell said there is a 
possibility that the federal 
disaster agency will agree to 
repay the city for some of the 
additional costs after the 
break is repaired, if 
meticulous records are kept 
showing what work qualifies 
for repayment and what 
work does not. 

He warned, however, “I 
can’t be dead certain, but it 
is possible some of’ the 
amount may be justified 
under what they would allow 
us.”’ 

Whitmer objected to,a plan 
by Portell to hire up to six 
extra employees to conduct 
routine street department 
operations while the regular 
street department em- 
ployees are working on the 
sewer break 

Portell said the residents 
have come to expect the 
street department to conduct 
tree trimming, brush 
pickups and other services, 
which would have to be 
discontinued, unless tem- 
porary employees were 
hired. 

Mayor Schuler suggested 
that the council let Portell 
decide how to best operate 
his department during the 
sewer repair, as long as he 
did not exceed his budget, 
plus the $50,000 given to him 
for the sewer repairs. 

Alderman Roy Poulos 
supported repairing the 
sewer break now, saying 
“We have good weather here 
and it might cost more later 


(to repair it).”’ Schuler 
agreed, saying, “We have 
got to bite the bullet of other 
city services. We have 
reached the point where 
there are no more appeals 
for money from the federal 
government. 

“| don’t think the taxpayer 
wants to pay anymore and is 
willing to give up some of the 
services, So he doesn’t have 
to pay any more tax. We're 
just going to have to do it 
with the money we've got 
now, Lionel,”’ the mayor said 
to Portell. 

Schuler said he doubted 
whether there would be any 
future funds released by the 
federal disaster officials to 
the city in relation to the 
break, even though con- 
sultants hired by the city 
studied the break and con- 
cluded it qualified for ad- 
ditional federal aid 

“We have been talking to 
the feds for years. Our 
engineering study says 
theirs’ is ful) of bull and they 
said we had to go with their 
studies. 

“The council agrees it 
should be fixed. It is just a 
matter of whether or not to 
hire extra men. I think there 
is no alternative but to 
allocate up to $50,000 to 
Lionel. If he sees fit to hire 
six people within his budget, 
I don’t see any other way. 
You've got authorization 
already (from the previous 
council meeting) to hire up 
to six men. If you hire six, 
maybe you'll be able to fix 
the break in half the time,” 
the mayor concluded 

Portell said that between 
disaster aid and reim- 
bursement for pumping done 
during the 1972 flood, there is 
$43,000 earmarked for the 
repair job. ‘‘We’re only 
talking $7,000 from city 
funds, We are not going to 
spend it, unless it is ab- 
solutely necessary,’’ he 
pledged. 

Schuler said it is possible 
that federal revenue sharing 
funds could be used for the 
extra $7,000, if it is needed

Some personal, social problems 
best solved outside medical field 


(This is the third in a 
series of 15 articles exploring

our personal and social 
problems as well as health 
problems.

After World War II, 
stunning scientific and 
technological advances — 
from penicillin and 
tranquilizers to brain 
scanners and heart-lung 
machines — gave physicians 
unprecedented ability to 


Impressed by 
cesses, patients 
public inevitably came to 
expect the medical 
profession to rescue them 
from an ever-expanding list 
of personal, social, and 
behavioral problems 

By the 1980s, this process 
had produced a unique, 
broadened definition of 
“health” that encompassed 
not just the absence of illness 
but, as the World Health 
Organization interprets it, 
“ag state of complete 
physical, mental, and social 
well-being.” 

At first glance, this 
trend may seem eminently 
worthy. 

Who is not in 
healthier people? 

But, in fact, reliance on 
mdeicine to solve our per- 
sonal and social problems in 
addition to our physical 
illnesses has had some 
negative consequences 

DEFINING MEDICAL 
PROBLEMS, 

Goals once considered the 
exclusive province of 
parents, clergy, teachers, 
judges, lawmakers, and 
social workers now are 
declared targets for the 
health care system. 

Indeed, it is hard to think 
of any condition thatgpeople 
believe cannot be cured, or 
at least eased, by the 
medical system 

In more extreme forms, 
this ‘‘medicalization’’ of 
American society assumes 
that there are no ‘‘bad” 
people, only “sick’’ ones; no 
“failures,” only untreated or 
undertreated ‘‘victims.”’ 

Delinquency, suicide, 
laziness promiscuity 
poverty, sagging breasts, 
ignorance, sexual modesty, 
and a disagreeable nature 
have all been medicalized — 
redefined as conditions that 
can be diagnosed, treated or 
prevented, like polio, heart 
attacks, broken bones, and 
sore throats. 

Alcohol and drug abuse 
are no longer fought on 
moral, legal or social 
grounds, but, as agents of

physical and mental disease. 

Divorce, inflation, aging, 
job disappointments, and 
similar stresses now get 
Americans referrals for 
psychiatric and medical 
treatment 

Teachers routinely send 
children with behavior and 
learning problems for drugs 
to alter their classroom 
behavior. 

Such medicalization of our 
society cannot be attributed 
to medical and _ scientific 
discoveries alone. 

The Industrial Revolution 
contributed, by categorizing 
all human problems as 
solvable with sweat, 
technology and money 

The post-World War II 
boom brought with it a new 
preoccupation with youth — 
and an affluence that 
provided time. to dwell on 
personal and social ills 

Additionall; the social, 
humanitarian, and 
egalitarian movements of 
the last 100 years overturned 
the notion that the poor and 
ill are poor or ill because 
they are unfit, stupid, evil, or 
destined by God to be that

is no denying that 

the. impact of modern 

medical technology has been 
beneficial to many 

Equally important, but 
less widely publicized, 
however, have been the 
negative or at least 
questionable = —_ con- 
Sequences of labeling so 
many aspects of life in a 
medical context. 

In reality, medicalization 
harbors unrealistic 
assumptions and mandates 
that pose serious dangers to 
good health care and the 
critical doctor-patient 
relationship 

It encourages us_ to 
overlook medicine’s 
limitations and to neglect the 
social, environmental, and 
personal factors that are the 
real determinants of health.

An endless stream of 
books, magazines and ar- 
ticles describing diseases, 
symptoms and treatments 
has produced a nation of 
people unduly concerned 
with bodily functions and 
afraid to wander beyond 
reach of doctors and 
hospitals 

sicians faced with 

ive demands, im- 

ble expectations, and 

threats of malpractice are 

pressured into ‘‘defensive 

medicine,” ordering costly,

A whole constellation of 
rights and decisions with 
respect to lifestyle has been 
taken from the family and 
individuals and placed in the 
hands of medical or quasi- 
medical institutions. 

In an age of shrinking 
economic resourées, con-

consequences. 

The current emphases on 
health insurance, acute care, 
shospitals, tests, operations 
and procedures is very 
costly. 

In reality, most modern 
illnesses are chronic, and 
they require a different kind 
of long-term cate with 
adequate social supports and 
education of patients and 

*families for self-care. 

Medicalization has also 
resulted in substantial 
mistrust between doctor and 
patient, questionable 
research priorities, and 
cumbersome and costly 
controls and regulations. 

DEMEDICALIZATION. 

The situation seems to ery 
for some balance and some 
brakes. And, in fact, there 
are signs that a coun- 
teryailing force — a trend 
toward ‘‘demedicalization” 

is gaining steam. 

At the forefront of the new 
trend is the practice of self- 
care, which recognizes the 
contributions to health that 
come from good habits, self- 
help, and good nutrition. 

Thousands of mutual aid 
groups have sprung up for 
disease prevention, hedlth 
promotion, and care of 
chronic illness, such as 
arthritis. 

Demedicalization repr- 
esents. a turn-away from 
what many perceive as 
technological medical care. 

It is fueled by a growing 
belief. that people have a 
right to privacy, a right to 
decide how they live and die, 
anda right to be independent. 
of armies of experts who 

would probe ,and evaluate 
their mental) competence 
and functional, ability. 

Although demedicalization 
is, at the moment, David 
facing Goliath| it represents 
a viable means of changing 
the course of health care 
history. 

This will require that we 
redefine unrealistic ex- 
pectations for medical care 
— and begin to reform 
unhealthy social and per- 
sonal attitudes and 
behaviors which are outside 
the scope of doctors and 
hospitals. 

It will mean, also, that we 
as a society begin to 
recognize that our health is 
far too precious to surrender 
to the control of others.

Crime in city rises

Perhaps due in part to 
the frustrations of Iran’s 
hostages, the decline of 
the American economy, 
inflation and the loss of 
local jobs, crime in 
Granite City rose last 
year, particularly crimes 
of violence. 

Statistics released in 
the 1980 annual report of 
the Granite City Police 
Department, show that 
overall, there was a three 
percent climb in the 
number of serious of- 
fenses in the city during 
the year, when compared 
to 1979, However, murder 
rose 66 percent and 
assault cases went up 45 
percent, according to the 
report. 

There were five 
murders in the city in 
1980, all cleared by 
arrest. This compares to 
three murders and two 
arrests during 1979, ac- 
cording to the annual 
comparisons. 

Assault cases climed 
from 312 during 1979 to 453 
last. year, a 45 percent 
increase. Also showing 
increases were burglary,

ports in the communistic 
area of the Black Sea. 

The ports visited through 
the Stoever’s narrated slide 
presentation were 
Dubroynic, Yugoslavia; 
Varna, Bulgaria; and 
Odessa and Yalta in Russia 

Mrs. Stoever introduced 
the group to the 
Mediterranean area by 
reminding them that the 
Mediterranean in an old 
travel route that the early 
traders used—the 
Phoenicians, Greeks, 
Romans and Carthagineans. 
As she proceeded with the 
narration to Yugoslavia, 
located on the Adriatic Sea, 
an arm of the 
Mediterranean, Dubrovnic— 
known as the pearl of the 
Adriatic—was presented. 

The Stoeyers mentioned 
that they found friendly 
smiles in this city, something 
that was almost entirely 
missing from the other three 
ports. The questions there 
appear to be, ‘“‘What is going 
to happen in Yugoslavia 
since Tito’s death early last 
year?” and ‘Is it a. com- 
Miunistic country but a 
@ffferent variety from that 
usually found?” Only time 
Will tell, the couple said. 

“Dubroynic is a walled city, 
the most famous resort city 
on that coast. The Pile Gate, 
entrance to the older part of 
tBe city, is guarded by the 
Statue of St. Blaise, patron 
$aint of the Dubrovnic 
Republic. 

“Except for the main street, 
the city is a maze of ex- 
tremely narrow streets— 
very steep in both up and 
down directions—all leading 
irfto the main street. Stoever, 
who enjoys clocks, com- 
mented on an unusual clock 
tower in which the clock had 
ofily the hour hand. 

Gnteresting apartments, 
away from the city itself, 
exhibited the resort 
eharasteristics—each floor 
Was stepped back from the 
floor beneath it, so that 
every occupant could have 
sun on the balcony. 
“Leaving Dubrovnik, the 
Stoevers cruised on the 
Bosporus enroute to Varna. 
One of the famous churches 


up nine percent from 519 
to 570, and larceny, up

Showing decreases, 
however, were rape,

The number of 
cases cleared by arrest 
during the year also rose, 
from 1,945 to 1,981 

The good news was that 
the 55 mph speed limit 
continued decreasing 
traffic fatalities. Two 
persons lost their lives in 
vehicle accidents during 
1980 in Granite City, a 71 
percent drop from the 
seven traffic fatalities in 
1979 

There were 453 persons 
injured in accidents 


seen in this area was th St. 
Sophia Mosque, first built in 
360 A.D, as a Christian 
church.

Turkish rulers controlled 
Varna for about 500 years, 
before finally being defeated 
in 1898 by the Russians. This 
gave Russia access to the 
Black Sea and the 
Mediterranean. In 1944, after 
only one week of war, 
Bulgaria joined the com- 
munistic cause. 

Roman arches and the 
remains of Roman baths, 
from the first century of the 
city’s existence, still are on 
the tourist’s path. Over 50 
percent of the Bulgarin 
people are farm workers. 
Even the name of the 
country ‘Bulgar’? means 
cultivator. 

The Stoevers visited the 
area of the Golden Sands 16- 
story International Hotel on 
the ‘Riviera of Easten 
Europe,” including a very 
unusual momument 
dedicated ‘‘To the Glorious 
Dead” which was erected for 
those who died in the 
struggle against cap;italism 
and fascism. 

As the trip was made near 
May Day, each village and 
city was decorated with red 
banners and large pictures 
of the Russian rulers. 

Moving on to Odessa, the 
couple found an extremely 
busy internaional port for 
both freight and passenger 
ships, It is well known as an 
industrial city and a health 
resort with medicinal baths. 
Odessa features-a “walking 
street’’ and seems to be 
surrounded by mountains. 

The Potemkin Staircase, 
192 steps, is a symbol of the 
city’s revolutionary 
heritage. It was noted for 
those less athletically in- 
clined, there is an escalator 
to the left of the staircase. 

The steps received their 
name in 1905 when sailors 
from the warship Potemkin 
revolted against the Czar 
and many _ persons 
descending the staircse were 
massacred by the Czar’s 
soldiers. 

The Premorsky 
Boulevard, lined with 
chestnut trees, makes it 
possible to walk from one 
end of the city to the other 
without leaving the shade of 
these beautiful trees, the 
Stoevers noted. 

The Opera’ House in 
Odessa is believed, by the 
city’s residents, to be the 


reported to the police 
department last year, 
down 21 percent from the 
575 persons injured in 
accidents reported in 
1979.

The number of com- 
plaints police answered 
declined from 23,373 in 
1979 to 21,099 last year, 
according to the report

Livadia was the next stop, 
the home of the ‘White 
Palace,’ where the Yalta 
Conference convened on 
February 4, 1945, -with 
Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Stalin planning the final 
defeat of Germany. The 
actual meeting room is 
furnihsed exactly as it was 
then. 

The tourists also visited 
the 740-acre  Nikitsky 
Botanical Gardens, which 
feature over 8,000 or- 
namental trees and shrubs. 
The Cedars of Lebanon, 
planted in this area in 1844, 
are always featured in 
Bibical paintings because of 
their height\and stateliness. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stoever 
expressed the feeling, 
despite an interesting cruise 
in this fascinating area, ‘‘it is 
nice to be an American and 
we should all hope that our 
ability to .enjoy freedom 
continues.”

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Increasing role fdr television in courtroom proceedings 


Television in the courts? It has been 
making its presence felt there in- 
creasingly, and now the United States 
Supreme Court (on Monday) has voted to 
allow such coverage of trials under certain 
conditions 

In recent years, courts in this area have 
utilized videotapes of expert witnesses, 
including medical specialists testifying on 
Mincasee cr injuries involved in lawsuits 
In this way, it has been possible for them to 
be seen and heard by jurors without the 
experts actually traveling here, 

“Abscam’”’ trials of congressmen and 
other officials in 1980 and this year have 
demonstrated the convincing nature of 
secretly-photographed video sequences of 
conversations and payments. 

Now, the Supreme Court has said states 
may allow TV cameras in courtrooms 
(although it has not yet approved them for 
the top federal court itself). 

‘The court said states are free to allow 
radio or television broadcasting of 
criminal trials even if defendants object, It 
ruled 8-0 that broadcast and photographic 
coverage does not automatically interfere 
with one’s right to a fair trial. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger said, 
“An absolute constitutional ban on 
broadcast coverage of trials cannot ‘be 
justified simply because there is a danger 
that, in some cases, prejudicial broadcast 
accounts of pretrial and trial events may 
impair the ability of jurors to decide the 
issue of guilt or innocence uninfluenced by 
extraneous matter.?” 

The court did not outline any new “right 
of access’ but jtead concluded that 
states must be ‘“‘free to experiment.’ 
Twenty-seven states (not including 
Illinois) allow TV court coverage in some 
form, and ten of these 27 permit carneras 
at criminal trials without defendants’ 
consent. 

Supreme Court justices decided Monday 
to affirm the seven-year prison terms 
given two former Miami Beach policemen 
for the 1977 burglary of a restaurant in 
Florida. The two had appealed on grounds 
that TV coverage denied them a fair trial; 
only the prosecutor’s case was.shown. 

Left unanswered by the high court was 
whether the states allowing access only 
with all participants’ consent—and states 
banning broadcast and photographic 
coverage—have a constitutional duty to 
provide access. 


The Illinois Freedom of Information 
Council commented that the ruling “will 
be far-reaching, providing a better un- 
derstanding of the judiciary by the general 
public.” 

Madison County Chief Circuit Judge 
Horace Calvo says he might not object to 
TV coverage of trials “if it can be done 
without a disruption of courtroom 
proceedings.” 

But Madison County Public Defender 
William Kinder believes “‘TV cameras are 
definitely a distraction and imposition on a 
trial. Even mini-cameras are too 
distracting. You have enough distractions 
trying a case without having to worry 
about cameras and microphones, And 
television coverage could hamper the 
rights of defendants. My observation of a 
trial in Texas is that TV turned everybody 
into ‘hams. 

The American Bar Association con- 
tinues to favor an outright ban on elec- 
tronic and photo coverage, and the federal 
courts do ban it. 

The Illinois State Bar Association, 
meanwhile, has renewed its call for re- 
examination of the present Illinois 
Supreme Court ruling prohibiting TV 
coverage of trials. The State Bar says that 
it is not necessarily for or against 
coverage, but does want the topic studied 


The Illinois Supreme Court has 
jurisdiction over this state's courtroom 
proceedings and would have to change its 
code of conduct rules before electronic 
coverage could begin. 


One of our state’s laws also permits 
witnesses to refuse to testify if a visual 


recording is being made. 


Another negative point is that, to some 
defendants, television exposure of their 
court appearance might seem to be ‘‘cruel 
and unusual punishment,” further 
damaging their, public image. 


While the “pros and cons’? need 
thorough analysis before the courts are 
thrown open to the television audience, the 
concept of a “public window into the 
courtroom” might have considerable 
merit. 

If improper things are happening in 
some courts, increased public serutiny— 
through the camera’s eye—perhaps would 
lead to better procedures 


Appropriate emphasis on restoring economic growth 


Guest comment by Wall Street Journal— 
Donald Regan “‘hit the ground running” in 
his first outing as Treasury secretary and 
any doubts about whether the new 
economic team has agreed on a plan can 
be laid aside. They have and it’s a good 
one. The key word is growth 

His testimony before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee was a truly 
historic document, throwing out 
discredited shibboleths of the past, 
demanding fresh thinking and setting a 
new economic course. 

‘The goal of this administration, he said, 
is a major reduction in inflation and a 
resurgence of economic growth. Giving 
the Phillips curve a mighty heave toward 
the window, he pronounced these two goals 
not only compatible but inseparable 

Mr. Regan eloquently spelled out a 
supply-side program. Under it, the ad- 
ministration would reduce federal spen- 
ding, cut tax rates, pare away regulation, 
and ask the Federal Reserve for a low and 
stable rate of monetary growth. 

Each of these elements would be 
vigorously pursued, he promised. While 
the budget cuts would be of a ‘‘much 
higher magnitude than people thought we 
would do,”’ the tax cuts would not be held 
hostage to them. 

Indeed, the stimulus of tax cuts is 
needed to achieve budget balance: “If we 
promptly and certainly launch the right 
tax program, we can confidently look for 
real. economic progress which will con- 
tribute importantly to balancing the 
budget. If we are unsure and hesitant 
about tax policy, we can confidently ex- 
pect the economy to fall back into a 
renewed recession with accentuation of 
our budget difficulties.”’ 

.The heart of the supply-side idea is that 
tax cuts can provide incentives for growth 
even as monetary policy fights inflation. 

Both Keynesians and financial market 
economists worry that this would lead to 
high deficits and high interest rates. But 
Mr. Regan pointed out that a 55 percent 
rise in individual income tax revenues 

1977 has not prevented budget 
its that totaled $136 billion in the same 
period. 

The former Merrill Lynch head 

.* dismissed the notion that high interest 
rates result from tight money: “Last 


spring’s slowdown in monetary growth 
was accompanied by a sharp drop in in- 
terest rates across the board, Unhappily, 
the surge of monetary expansion in the 
summer and fall rekindled inflation ex- 
pectations, which were promptly reflected 
in Soaring interest rates.” 

Fed Chairman Paul Volcker, who would 
have to provide the slower monetary 
growth, also appeared before the same 
committee..He sounded the traditional 
central bankers’ warning that spending 
cuts should come before tax cuts. 

But broadly there seems to be refreshing 
harmony between the new administration 
and the Fed. Instead of complaining that 
slow monetary growth is forcing up in- 
terest rates, this administration is urging 
Mr. Volcker to restrict money growth and 
bring inflation under control 

The administration is moving quickly to 
ease another burden—economic 
regulation. 

Price ceilings on most oil and oil 
products are being lifted, and we trust the 
cumbersome and costly regulatory 
machinery associated with those ceilings 
will come off as well. 

Removing this kind of waste and inef- 
ficiency offers one of the quickest forms of 
economic stimulus. 

We were particularly pleased that Mr. 
Regan in his testimony saw fit to say that 
he wants policies that will restore a 
“fiercely competitive’ economy in the U. 
S., implying that the new administration 
will examine all forms of economic 
regulation with a view to the damage it has 
done to that great generator of economic 
efficiency, competition 

The supply-side program he presented to 
the Senate was the product of some of the 
most innovative economic thinking we 
have seen over the last six to eight years. 

He told the senators that we should re- 
examine the very basis of the prevailing 
theories of economic cause and effect 
which have been used to make policy in the 
past. That.should not be hard to sell, 
considering how badly those policies have 
failed. 

Most important of all, we have returned . 
to a set of policies designed to engender 
growth, which is what any sane economic 
policy must do. Looking back, we can only 
wonder how we ever lost sight of that goal.

To the Editor 

Our message to President- 
elect Ronald Reagan and to 
each member of the House 
and Senate urges them to 
take immediate specific 
actions to reduce inflation, 
help the ailing economy, 
improve productivity, in- 
crease investment and 
savings, and bring relief to 
the housing industry. 

It is the position of the 
700,000-member National 
Association of Realtors that 
on Nov. 4, 1980, the American 
people delivered a message.

This is not the first time 
that Realtors have ex- 
pressed concern for the 
economy and have offered 
realistic recommendations. 
On April 1 last year, we 
proposed to the Carter ad- 
ministration and the 96th 
Congress ‘‘The 2 Percent 
Solution.’

5. Stimulate savings by 
allowing $500 for individuals 
and $1,000 for couples of 
interest and dividends to be 
excluded from taxable in- 
come. Allow more funds to 
be set aside for Individual

Retirement Accounts. 

6. Through tax relief, 
encourage investment to 
overcome the rental housing 
shortage and to improve 
worker productivity. 

7. Provide tax relief to 
offset the effect of inflation 
on personal income taxes. 

8. Achieve a balanced 
budget at high employment 
by the end of fiscal year 1983. 

9, Provide lower and more 
stable interest rates through 
Federal Reserve Board 
policies that mandate 
steadier growth of money 
supply and somewhat higher 
and more realistic money 
growth targets 

10. Reduce unnecessary 
and costly government 
regulations and repeal the 
president’s authority to 
allocate credit. 

Dr. Jack Carlson, 
executive vice-president and 
chief economist of the 
association, stresses that 
adoption ‘of these recom- 
mendations would have a 
positive effect on the 
economy 

‘During the first year, 
these recommendations, if 
followed, would cause in- 
flationary expectations and 
interest rates to drop and 
then continue to decline 
during the next 12 months,” 
he said. 

Within two years, Carlson 
believes, the rate of inflation 
and long-term interest rates 
would decrease two per- 
centage points. This would 
lower the average 
homebuyer’s monthly 
payment by $150 and allow 
two million more,families to 
afford their own home. 

“In fact,’ he added, 
“within four years, inflation 
would decrease from 13.5 
percent in 1980 to less than 8 
percent, and the average 
family would have $4,000 
more in spendable income.”

udent. lunch price in- 
creases approved by the 
Granite City Board of 
Education are a direct result 
of reduced funding by the 
federal government.’’

We are not questioning 
either the merit or the need 
for these actions being in- 
troduced by Congress.

parents of the community. 

We were advised by the 
state about a week ago that 
the reimbursement rate 
received for all student 
lunches had been reduced 
2% cents retroactive to Jan.

Department of Agriculture 
last summer. At that time, 
the milk reimbursement rate 
in the special milk program 
was reduced by 3% cents per 
carton of milk 

Also at that time, USDA 
semi-annual adjustments to 
the reimbursement rate, 
intended to alleviate con- 
sistently increasing food 
costs, were stopped. 

There seems little reason 
to expect any improvement 
in federal spending for the 
lunch program. 

Recent information made 
available by the Department 
of Agriculture indicates the 
likelihood of continuing fund 
reductions for the program. 

The department estimates 
that in the coming school 
year, the average cost of 
student lunches will be 93 
cents. Reimbursement rates 
seem likely to continue at the 
present reduced level, with 
no consideration being given 
to increasing food costs. 

The department indicates 
potential savings of 
$107,000,000 by eliminating 
its semi-annual adjustment 
of the reimbursement rate; 
savings of $102,000,000 by 
reducing the amount of 
commodities provided to 
schools; and a $90,000,000 
saving through decreased 
participation in the free and 
reduced price lunch 
program brought about by 
increasing the income 
guidelines for eligibility. 

These changes are 
economies at the federal 
level but represent increased 
cost at the local level. 

It is not possible for the 
school district to simply 
absorb these increased 
costs, which are picked up in 
the educational fund. Con- 
tinuing losses in the 
cafeteria program directly 
reduce the resources 
available for the educational 
program. 

It is these continuing 
losses to the program which 
prompted the Board. of 
Education to contract with 
the firm of Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Company to study 
and evaluate the overall 
operation of the food service 
program. 

That report was also 
submitted to the Board of 
Education at the last 
meeting. The report is quite 
lengthy and the ~ ad- 
ministration was directed by 
the board to study the report 
and consider the recom- 
mendations made for 
possible future im- 
plementation.

Which brought immediate 
action by the board was the 
section dealing with the milk 
shake program in the 
secondary schools. 

In an effort to increase 
student lunch participation, 
the district three years ago 
began offering milk shakes 
at the junior highs and senior 
highs as part of the student

The study indicated an 
added cost resulting to the 
program of approximately 
$89,000 a year from this 
single item. The board 
decided to eliminate the milk 
shake as part of student 
lunches. This change ‘will be 
made effective at the same 
time that lunch price in- 
creases are put into effect. 

In commenting, on this 
change, I indicated that the 
milk! shake program had 
certainly accomplished its 
purpose of increasing 
student lunch participation, 
but that a continuation of the 
program simply could not be 
afforded. % 

These changes, _as 
suggested by Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Company, are 
only the initial steps being 
taken to effect cost savings , 
in the cafeteria operations.

community. The cost of the 
program is in excess of — 
$1,500,000 each year. sy 

In the last school year, the 
cafeteria served 1,078,020 
meals. Peat, Marwick in- 
dicates that expenditures in. 
the operation exceeded 
revenues by $645,000. 

‘As I indicated before, 
losses in this program 
represent a drainage of 
resources from _ the 
educational fund, y 

The administration of the 
school district and the Board 
of Education are greatly 
concerned that the increase 
in the size of these losses 
must ultimately have an 
effect on the quality of the 
educational program of the 
district. + 

We have reached ‘a 
position where an 
assessment of ‘priorities is 
becoming increasingly 
urgent, and this urgency is 
simply accented by the other 
financial problems of the 
district. 5 

Obviously, the first 
priority of the school district 
has to be the educational 
program.

National Steel’s earnings lower; start 
continuous slab casting next month 


National Steel Corp. on 
Monday reported fourth 
quarter net income of $15.3 
million, or 82 cents per 
share, compared with $21.3 
million,,or $1.11 per share, 
earned in the fourth quarter 
of 1979. 

In 1980, National Steel 
earned $83.8 million, or $4.42 
per share, vs. the year- 
earlier $126.5 million, or 
$6.56 per share. 

Net income for the fourth 
quarter is after a $14.7 
million pre-tax provision for 
the contemplated shutdown 
of a fabricating plant at 
Terre Haute, Ind. This was 
offset by a liquidation of 
LIFO (last in, first out) 
inventories which increased 
pre-tax income by $17.7 
million.

BAC updating its welding 
program and state contest 


A belleville Area College 
coordinator and instructor 
have been chosen! to update 
statewide welding com 
petition for high school 
students. 

Don Koleson, coordinator 
for apprenticeship training 
and construction 
management, and Garner 
Kimbrell, welding _ in- 
structor, are revising 
written and practical 
welding tests for the Illinois 
Chapter of Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America 
(VICA) d 

“Illinois has never won the 
national welding com- 
petition,” Kimbrell noted 
He and Koleson = are 
designing the test to be tough 
enough to prepare Illinois 
students for national and 
international competition 

Kimbrell, who served as a 
judge for the state contest 
last year, said he was sur- 
prised he was asked to 
rewrite the tests. ‘‘They said 
1 was too critigal a judge,” 
he recalled. 

His position as chairman 
of the American Welding 
Society’s national education 
committee led to his in- 
volvement in Illinois’ VICA 

He is or a subcommittee of 
the national welding society 
which is establishing 
Standards for welding in- 
struction. 

That group is in the midst 
of a five-year program to set 
up accreditation, 
procedures, curriculum 
guidelines, ‘instructor cer- 
tification, facility 
Specifications and minimum 
standards for welding 
programs. 

As part of that committee, 
Kimbrell has gathered 


knowledge—of welding 
programs in other states— 
that will go into the Illinois 
test 

Approximately 150 -high 
school students are expected 
to take the written qualifying 
test at regional centers 
throughout the state. Those 
with the top 18 scores will 
meet in Springfield May 1 for 
the practical examination 

That test will require 
students to demonstrate 
welding skills, including 
acetylene cutting, air-carbon 
arc cutting, reading from 
drawings, shielded metal are 
welding, fillet and groove 
welds, MIG (gas metal arc 
welding), TIG (gas tungsten 
are or Heliarc), and the four 
basic welding -positions— 
flat, vertical, horizontal and 
overhead 

“The BAC program was 
set up in accord with,stan- 
dards being developed by the 
American Welding Society,” 
Kimbrell said. ‘We should 
have accreditation very 
soon, and. we expect 
Belleville Area College to 
serve as a model to others. 

Welding instruction began 
at the Menard center five 
years ago and was added in 
Belleville. four years ago, 
primarily in the evening 
program at the college’s 
extension centers. 

A large welding shop, 
equipped with the most 
modern welding equipment 
available, was completed at 
the main BAC campus last 
fall 

Kimbrell and Koleson 
have worked in harmony to 
develop the program, which 
they predict will become 
“one of the best in the 
nation.”

The Illinois Department of 
Transportation this week 
announced that approval of 
the design for extension of 
Interstate 255 from Inter.

The approved alignment, 
as presented at the design 
public hearing held on Aug.
